from remote times to the present and point out 
the principal features of interest to the visitor, 
who can carry away the book as a souvenir.

SITUATION AND ACCESSIBILITY 


S the traveller journeys northward from London by the 

A main L.M.S. line to Chester, just before reaching the end 

of the journey he comes to an important junction at 

Crewe where the main line branches off to serve Chester 

and Holyhead, Liverpool and the North, and Manchester and 

Leeds. Sandbach is the first station passed through on the 
last-mentioned branch route. 

The distance from London (Euston) is 162} miles. By 
road it is easily reached just off either of the main routes from 
Derby to Chester or Liverpool, and is 160 miles from London. 

Sandbach is on the eastern fringe of the Cheshire Plain 
and is watered by the Wheelock, one of the many streams which 
have their source in the watershed around the Potteries, marking 
the termination of the Pennine Chain; the Wheelock flows 
into the Dane. 

HISTORICAL NOTE 

Of the early history of Sandbach little is known. Welsh 
invasions were frequent in the early Saxon period ; the Anglo- 
Saxon Chronicle records repeated incursions by the Danes, 
but we are not on solid ground until we come to the Domesday 
Book (1086), wherein occurs the following entry concerning this 
place: The same Bigot holds Sandbecd. Dunning held it, and 
was free. There 1s 1 hide rateable to the gelt, and a virgate and 
a half so rateable. The land is 11 carucates. There is a foreigner, 
with half a carucate and tit serfs, and there ave two villeins with 
half a carucate. There is a priest and a church. A wood half 
a league long, and xl. perches broad. In King Edward’s time 
it was worth iv. shillings; now vitt. shillings. 

In the reign of King John it is recorded that the manor was 
held by one Richard de Sandbache, sheriff of Cheshire. He it 
was who unsuccessfully laid claim to an interest in the living 
of Sandbach against Karl Randle de Blundeville. His son 
John de Sandbache also claimed the right and won the day 
temporarily against the Abbot of Dieulacres, only to lose it 
soon after when the dispute was carried to the King’s Bench 
and the case won for the Abbot on the evidence of the Domesday 
Book, which proved that the Earl Randle Meschines originally 
gave the advowson to the monks of Dieulacres. 

The manor has passed through several families, including 
the Leghs and Radclyffes, finally coming by purchase to Sir 
Randulph Crewe. The Marquess of Crewe, KX.G., P.C., is the 
present Lord of the Manor. 

Sandbach has had a comparatively uneventful career and 
it was not until the Civil Wars of the seventeenth century that 
the even tenor of its course was disturbed by any outstanding 
episode. Scotch Common preserves the memory of the skirmish 
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which occurred here on the evening of 3rd September, 1651. 
The jaded cavalry—a party of one thousand horse—whc had 
been in action under David Leslie, lst Baron Newark, passed 
through the town after the Battle of Worcester, Cromwell’s 
“crowning mercy.’’ The September Fair was in full swing 
here. The current issue of the Mercurius Politicus (one of the 
earliest newspapers published in England), No. 66, refers to the 
incident as follows: ‘‘ They so managed the business that, when 
the Scots offered to five, they van into their houses, and as soon 
as that party was past which had the pistols and powder, they 
fell upon the remainder of the troops, and continued pealing and 
billing them during the passage of all their horse.’’ 


THE TOWN TO-DAY 

The visitor’s first impressions of Sandbach are decidedly 
favourable. It is seen to be aclean, old-fashioned market town. 
Modern improvement schemes have, especially since the War, 
modified some aspects of the town, but odd nooks and corners 
especially in the vicinity of the Saxon crosses, and a few narrow, 
winding streets and ancient houses still survive. 

The Old Hall is a magnificent specimen of late seventeenth- 
century domestic architecture. It was long the home of the 
Sandbach family. It has now been adapted as a modern hotel. 

However, the principal object of interest, attracting 
archaeologists from all over the world, is the Crosses. 


THE ANCIENT CROSSES 
(By W. J. Williams) 

In the quaint old market place stands an ancient monument 
which for antiquity and romantic interest can have few rivals 
throughout the length and breadth of Great Britain. 

On a massive base rising in steps from the street level and 
guarded at the four corners by stone posts carved into the 
semblance of rude figures rise two tall shafts with shattered 
heads and many gaps in their sides where carved relief has been 
replaced by plain stone in the course of necessary restoration. 

The famous crosses have had a chequered history. Shortly 
after the Reformation they suffered grievous violence at the 
hands of Puritan iconoclasts, who uprooted the larger cross 
from its socket and broke it up with hammer and chisel. In 
its fall it carried away the head of the smaller cross. The 
various fragments were soon widely distributed in the neigh- 
bourhood. The central portion of the larger cross and parts 
of the lesser cross were carried off to Utkinton by Sir John 
Crewe, who had the figure of Christ on the cross concealed 
with a layer of clay or mortar as an unedifying spectacle for 
Protestant eyes. l'rom there the remains later were transferred 
to Tarporley Rectory and afterwards were erected in a grotto 
at Oulton Park, the seat of the Grey Egertons. 

In 1816 a movement was set on foot to recover and restore 
as far as possible the old crosses to their original site. Under

the lead of Dr. Geo. Ormerod, the well-known historian of 
Cheshire, the project was successfully carried into effect in 
September of the same year. The work of restoration was 
executed by Mr. Palmer of Manchester under Dr. Ormerod’s 
supervision. Besides the fragments from Oulton Park pieces 
were dug up in the market place at Sandbach or recovered from 
the foundations of the churchyard wall. Other stones had 
served as doorsteps or had been set at roadside corners to 
protect walls. Several fragments had been built into the sides 
of a well. One part was known to have been buried in the 
foundations of a house and so was lost beyond recovery. It 
was fortunate that the material of the crosses had been a local 
grit-stone of exceptional hardness or the decoration in relief 
could hardly have survived such harsh treatment. 

The lower part of the monument has suffered a good deal 
from ordinary wear and tear during the centuries, so that it is 
now difficult to make out what the four corner posts were intended 
to represent. Bishop Browne of Bristol believed that one of 
them had a body covered with basket work and his neck encircled 
with a heavy collar, like similar stone figures in Staffordshire 
and Derbyshire. Noinscription is now visible on the monument, 
but we have evidence that in Queen Elizabeth’s reign there 
was something of the kind. William Smith, born at Old Hough, 
not four miles away, describes “‘ certain writings and images 
thereon graven which a man cannot read except he be holden 
with his head downwards and this verse (as they hold opinion) 
is graven thereon: 

‘In Sandbach, in the Sandy Ford, 

Lieth the ninth part of Dublin’s hord. 

Nine to or nine fro, 

Take me down or else I fall.’’’ 
‘These lines have been long a puzzle to antiquaries, but, if 
authentic, may possibly mean that the cost of the monument 
was defrayed with booty captured from the Irish or from Norse 
settlers in that island. The local tradition may well be based 
on an inscription long since vanished. It connects the crosses 
with an event of the seventh century after Christ—the conversion 
of Mercia to Christianity by four missionaries one of whom 
was St. Chad. The four priests accompanied Peada, son of 
Penda king of Mercia, on his return home with his bride 
Alchfleda, the daughter of King Oswy of Northumbria, who 
had made their admission to the heathen kingdom a condition 
of his consent to the marriage. Perhaps it was here at Sandbach 
that the gospel was first preached to the Mercians, as the Mersey 
was in those days the boundary between the two realms. 

Several centuries may have elapsed before the erection of 
the monument, although the traditional theory of its significance 
may be in the main correct. The similar crosses at Bewcastle 
in Cumberland and at Ruthwellin Dumfriesshire are undoubtedly 
not later than the eighth century. The final verdict on the

Sandbach crosses has not yet been pronounced, but much 
recent progress in the study of Saxon art leads to the hope 
that the approximate date will soon be established on a sure 
foundation. If the experts decide in favour of an early date 
added interest will be given to the Sandbach relics and new 
problems will call for solution. In A.D. 684 Egfrid the king of

Northumbria sent an expedition to Ireland and laid waste the 
country far and wide. Neither churches nor monasteries were 
spared. Numerous captives were carried off into slavery. 
Their presence in northern England may possibly be responsible 
for the peculiar decoration of the Northumbrian crosses. 
The larger cross must once have stood 25 feet above the 
pavement and been surmounted by a circular stone four feet 
in diameter. All four faces are almost covered with scriptural 
subjects, enclosed in a margin of interlaced fretwork, with cable 
moulding along the angles. On the east side at the bottom -we 
see the salutation of Elizabeth by her cousin Mary ; above this 
in another circle is the Annunciation, with the Holy Ghost in 
the form of a bird descending; above this again the birth of 
Christ with an angel behind the manger. Next is the Crucifixion 
with Mary of Cleophas and Mary Magdalene at the foot of the 
cross. In the four quarters are seen the emblems of the four

evangelists, an angel for St. Matthew, a lion for St. Mark, a bull 
for St. Luke and an eagle for St. John. Above is Pilate with 
Christ bound and the traitor Judas cast down. On the bottom 
of the west side are two dragons above two angels; next the 
angel Gabriel appearing to Zachary ; above a man witha club 
followed by Simon the Cyrenean bearing the Cross ; then Christ 
bound and being led before Pilate. On the south side is a beautiful 
interlaced ornament of trees and animals enclosing John the 
Baptist in the Wilderness. The north side shows the descent 
of the Holy Ghost as cloven tongues issuing from the mouth 
of a great fish upon the Eleven Apostles. 

On the smaller cross is said to be depicted the story of 
Peada’s return to Mercia. One sees men walking, some with 
daggers, others with staves, three figures with a dove descending 
on the central one. The last subject may be the baptism of 
Peada. East and west sides were originally covered with 
exquisite designs in fretwork, but are now sadly mutilated, and 
the meaning of the various scenes lost beyond recovery. 


THE PARISH CHURCH 

Another link with the past, which is dedicated to St. Mary. 
A vigorous “ restoration ’’’ was undertaken in 1847-9 at a cost 
of £6,000, when the church was entirely recased, the western 
tower being rebuilt from the foundations and the chancel 
extended some forty feet. The style is Perpendicular. ‘Thus 
the structure has been robbed of its antiquarian interest ; 
nevertheless, a few interesting features remain, including the 
font of Caen stone, dating from 1667, and bearing an inscription 
in the form of a Greek palindrome, as follows : 

NIYON ANOMHMA MH MONAN OYIN 

which, translated, means: ‘‘ Wash my sin and not my counten- 
ance only.’’ (Similar inscriptions are to be found on some dozen 
other fonts in England.) 

Other interesting features are the carving of the roof 
(original dating from 1661) and granite pillars of the nave ; 
chancel screen with misericords; good modern windows by 
Wailes, Ward and others ; the magnificent white marble monu- 
ment commemorating the Rev. John Armitstead, M.A., vicar 
,of the church, 1828-65, designed by G. F. Watts, R.A., in 1876, 
and executed by George Nelson (the inscription records some of 
the many benefactions of the deceased, who was instrumental 
in enlarging the church and erecting and endowing churches at 
Wheelock, Elworth and Sandbach Heath). The registers date 
from 1562. The tower (the ground storey of which is open— 
a very unusual feature in English churches) contains a peal of 
eight bells and an illuminated clock with chimes. 


OTHER PLACES OF WORSHIP 
The church of St. John the Evangelist, Sandbach Heath, 
was built in 1861, the year the parish was created. The building

is in the Early English style. The stone lych gate erected in 
1919 serves as a parochial War Memorial. 

The Roman Catholics are served by the Chapel dedicated 
to St. Winefride in Middlewich Road. There are Methodist 
Chapels in Welles Street, Bradwall Road, Seaman’s Bank and 
Sandbach Heath, a Congregational Chapel in Hope Street, and a 
Christian Science church in Middlewich Road. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS 

The Town and Market Hall is in High Street. It was 
built in 1889, in the Early English style, at an expenditure of 
£5,000, from the plans of Mr. T. Bowyer. ‘The site was gifted 
to the town by Lord Crewe, when he also voluntarily forfeited 
the market tolls. The interior contains a spacious market hall 
and the assembly hall is a popular venue for dances, concerts, 
lectures, whist drives and public meetings generally. The tower 
contains an illuminated clock. 

The Literary Institution is in High Town and was built 
in 185l—at a cost of £2,700—in the fifteenth-century Gothic 
style, from designs by Sir G. Gilbert Scott, R.A. 

The Almshouses at The Hill were built in 1865-7 at a cost 
of some £2,500. There is accommodation for twenty elderly folk 
and the institution is maintained from an annual grant of £350 
from the Consolidated Charities. Eachinmate receives 6/-a week. 

New and enlarged offices of Congleton Rural District 
Council are being erected in Middlewich Road. 


EDUCATIONAL FACILITIES 

Sandbach School, founded in 1677, is an old endowed 
grammar school for boys aged from eight to eighteen. The 
school stands well back from the Crewe load in its own playing 
fields of about eighteen acres, which include an excellent cricket 
ground and three pitches for rugby football. 

Of the present buildings the original part, comprising the 
Big School, Head Master’s House, and Boarding House, was built 
in 1849 by Sir Gilbert Scott in the Tudor style of architecture. 
As the school grew in numbers, laboratories for chemistry and 
physics, a gymnasium, and an open-air swimming bath were 
added. A new wing was built in 1911, consisting of extra class- 
rooms, woodwork room, library and masters’ common room. 
The architects were Messrs. A. Price & Sons, and the contractor 
Mr. John Stringer, of Sandbach. The school celebrated its 
250th anniversary in 1927, when a sports pavilion was erected 
to the memory of the Old Sandbachians who fell in the Great 
War. A considerable increase in numbers necessitated further 
extensions which were opened in 1932 by the Marquess of 
Crewe, K.G., P.C. These provide accommodation for another 
hundred boys, and consist of commodious chemical and physics 
laboratories, with a science lecture room, preparation room and 
store room, a specially equipped geography room, one large 
classroom, and cloak room and lavatory accommodation. The

architects were Messrs. Alfred Price & Sons, and the contractors 
Messrs. H. Hilditch & Sons, of Winterley. These additions were 
planned to correspond with those of 1911, and to harmonize with 
the original building of Sir Gilbert Scott. 

The school is recognized as efficient by the Board of Educa- 
tion from which it receives direct grant. An additional grant- 
in-aid is made by the Cheshire County Council who, by the 
scheme of 1911 approved by His Majesty in Council, have a 
majority on the governing body. ‘The present Chairman of the 
Governors is George Wright, Esq., J.P., C.C., and the Vice- 
Chairman the Venerable Archdeacon Armitstead, M.A., C.C. 
Eight Governors are appointed by the Cheshire County Council, 
three by the Urban District Council of Sandbach, three by the 
Parish Councils of Arclid, Bradwall, Betchton, Hassall and 
Wheelock, and one by the Victoria University of Manchester. 

The present Head Master, Mr. H. I. Crockett, M.A., late 
Mathematical Scholar of Jesus College, Oxford, was appointed 
in 1926. 

The school curriculum is planned to provide a course of 
study which will enable boys of average ability to pass at the 
age of sixteen the School Certificate Examination recognized 
by the Board of Kducation. ‘Those who reach Matriculation 
standard in this examination are admitted to the Sixth Form 
where they specialize in one of the following groups of studies : 
(i) Classics; (ii) Modern History, English Literature, Modern 
Languages; (iii) Mathematics; (iv) Science. 

Scholarship facilities are liberally provided. Nine Founda- 
tion Free Places are annually offered for competition, preference 
being given in six of them to boys from elementary schools in 
the privileged area. A Leaving Exhibition of £40 per annum 
is offered for competition each year, and is tenable for three 
years at any place of higher education approved by the Governors. 
County Council Tree Places, Bursaries and Intermediate 
Scholarships may be held at the school. 

Games and other out-of-school activities are organized 
and managed by committees consisting of masters and boys. 
The school is divided into four Houses which compete annually 
for challenge cups awarded for football, gymnastics, boxing, 
cross-country running, athletic sports, swimming and rifle- 
shooting. Senior and junior literary and debating societies 
and a voluntary woodwork class meet during the winter months. 
There is a camera club which has the use of a dark room. A 
well-stocked library and reading room is open to all boys and 
the lower forms have each their own form library. A school 
magazine, The Sandbachian, is published annually. 

There exists in connexion with the school a flourishing Old 
Sandbachians’ Association, of which Sir Iirnest Craig, Bart., is 
the President and Mr. J. N. Bentley the Honorary Secretary. 
The Old Sandbachians’ Football Club represents one side of 
the activities of this Association. (See page 10.) 
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There are public elementary schools at The Square with 
accommodation for 350 boys and girls; Sandbach Heath, 
80 mixed and 45 infants; Chapel Street (infants only); and 
Crewe Road, 450 children. 

Among private educational establishments may be men- 
tioned Bridge House School, a day and boarding school for girls 
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SANDBACH MODERN SCHOOL 


from eight to seventeen years of age. ‘This school, now under 
the proprietorship of Miss Harris, has been established over 
seventy years and has a successful record in the preparation 
of girls for the school examinations of the Oxford Delegacy and 
the College of Preceptors. (See page 52.) 


PUBLIC LIBRARY 

The Sandbach branch of the Cheshire County Library 
came into being on 29th March, 1926, and is domiciled in the 
Marriott House on the Scotch Common. It isa purely voluntary 
organization and is staffed by a fine, public-spirited body of 
workers, the majority of whom are drawn from the teachers 
of the various schools in the town. It is open twice each week, 
on Tuesday and Friday evening from 7 to 8, and issues on an 
average seventy books each week; with a working stock of 
five hundred volumes, there is a steady stream of exchanges 
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the whole year round between Sandbach and Chester, which 
not only ensures fresh books, but a library that is always up-to- 
date. A wide and complete catholicity of taste is represented 
on the shelves ; each section of the six hundred readers is duly 
considered as it expresses its requirements. The library has 
issued to date 31,231 volumes since its inauguration. 

‘The Student section is an admirable service. It undertakes 
to supply any book of a non-fictional character which any local 
reader might require in pursuit of a liberal education. If the 
book is not in the central library at Chester, it can be procured 
from London. Such volumes are despatched post free to the 
address of the borrower and a month is usually allowed for 
reading a book of this description; it must then be returned to 
the central library at Chester, the return postage being paid by 
the borrower—his only obligation for the loan of the volume. 
No entrance fee is charged nor is there any annual subscription. 
The ratepayers and their dependents are the eligible clientele. 
lor several years the various branches in the county opposed 
any system of fines on overdue books; however, the central 
authorities finally prevailed, and from May, 1932, Id. fine on 
a book retained over fourteen days has been charged. Small 
as it is, the library is meeting splendidly a long-felt want and 
is making a very definite and necessary contribution to the 
development of civic and national character. 


SPORTS AND PASTIMES 


Outdoor sport for young and old is freely available in 
Sandbach, and is much less expensive here than in most parts 
of the country. 

Cricket. The Sandbach Cricket Club, founded about 
seventy years ago, has one of the finest club grounds in Cheshire, 
situated only two minutes’ walk away from the centre of the 
town. ‘wo teams take the field each Saturday during the season, 
there are many evening matches, and an attractive fixture 
list culminates in a festival cricket week which is held early in 
August. There are other local clubs at Elworth and Wheelock. 

Football. Association football is strongly represented by 
the Sandbach Ramblers, who have for several seasons held a 
place in the Cheshire League. ‘Their football ground in Welles 
Street has covered standing and seating accommodation. The 
Wheelock Albion Club plays in the Congleton League. 

Tennis. There are about half a dozen tennis clubs in the 
district. These play mostly on grass courts, while there are 
hard courts available at Fodens’ Recreation Club and behind 
the George Hotel. The membership fees of all these clubs are 
remarkably low. 

Badminton. Indoor badminton is played at the Terri- 
torial Drill Hall in Middlewich Road and in one or two of the 
schools. This sport has become so popular that there are now 
six clubs in the immediate neighbourhood. 
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Bowls. Bowling clubs have flourished for many years 
on the Urban District Council’s Recreation Ground behind 
Marriott House, at the George Hotel, and at Fodens’ Recreation 
Club in Elworth. 

Golf. There is a well-kept nine-hole golf course with 
handsome club premises on the Middlewich Road within a mile 
of the Town Hall. The Sandbach Golf Club retains the services 
of a professional, who is in daily attendance. Visitors’ fees : 
2/6 per day. 

Fishing. The Sandbach Angling Society has its head- 
quarters at the Market Tavern. Its waters at Little Taxmere 
yield pike, tench and a few roach. Other anglers’ haunts are 
Dingle Lake, Big Taxmere, Winterley Pool, Hassall Hall Pool, 
and Brereton Pool. These waters contain pike, bream, tench, 
perch and roach. 

Billiards. Billiards may be played at the Literary Institu- 
tion, the Liberal Club, Fodens’ Recreation Club, the British 
Legion Club, and the Wheatsheaf Hotel. 

Amateur Dramatics. Those interested in amateur 
dramatic work find scope for their efforts in theannual pantomime 
held at the Town Hall and organized in connexion with the 
Parish Church. There is also an amateur dramatic society 
attached to the Hope Street Congregational Church. 

Dancing. Dances are frequently held during the season 
at the Masonic Hall, the Town Hall, the Literary Institution, 
and the Conservative Rooms. 

Cards and Entertainments. Whist drives and variety 
entertainments are well supported and of frequent occurrence. 

Cinema. Sandbach has an excellently appointed and com- 
fortable cinema, The Palace, in Congleton Road. This is 
equipped on the Western Electric Sound System and provides 
very attractive programmes of the latest films. (See page 53.) 

Racing. In 1932 the Sandbach Race Meeting was revived 
and proved a very popular event. Occasionally motor-cycle 
races are held locally.

LOCAL INDUSTRIES 


Sandbach has shown a singular capacity for adapting itself 
to rapidly changing industrial conditions, and is fortunate in 
not having todepend entirely on one or even two staple industries. 

The surrounding country is peculiarly suitable for grazing 
cattle, so that milk production flourishes on a large scale and 
large supplies of milk are despatched to Manchester and Stock- 
port, and via Congleton to I.ondon. A fertile soil encourages 
a good deal of mixed farming in the district. Eggs, corn and 
potatoes are freely produced. 

Of the manufactures which flourished locally a century ago 
the most important were silk throwing, boots and shoes, fustian, 
and salt. ‘The first and last of these have not only survived 
but have been developed to a very high state of efficiency with 
the aid of the most modern plant. 

The one mill now actually engaged in silk-spinning has been 
run successively by water power, steam and electricity. In 1908 
it was leased by Messrs. G. H. Heath & Co. Ltd., of Macclesfield, 
who have installed up-to-date machinery with electrical equip- 
ment for light and power, and in the past two years have 
practically doubled the mill’s capacity for production. Another 
branch of the silk industry is represented by the Conlowe Com- 
pany, of Congleton, who have recently reconditioned one of 
the old Sandbach mills and introduced the making-up of 
garments of artificial silk. This industry is likely to develop 
rapidly and employ a good deal of female labour. 

The wire industry has flourished here for several generations. 
After carrying on business for many years in Sandbach, previous 
to 1834, Messrs. John Pring & Son will shortly celebrate their 
centenary at the Elworth Wire Mills. They have built up 
a world-wide connexion and a high reputation by manufac- 
turing for home use and for export many kinds of wire goods, 
inc'i:ding wire nails, springs, mattresses and wire netting of 
every description. ‘The firm’s most recent enterprise is the 
manufacture of a rustless wire, for which there is already a very 
considerable demand. From another wire works, situated in 
Bradwall Road, Messrs. George Venables turn out a very wide 
range of wire products for industrial and domestic use. ‘These 
include many types of riddles, screens and sieves, meat-safes,

fire-guards, and wire’ fencing, all of sound workmanship. The 
nature, quality and range of these goods have ensured the steady 
development of this business since its foundation in 1863. At 
Newfield Wire Works, in Congleton Road, Messrs. A.V. Bossons & 
Son make a speciality of woven and spiral wire mattresses, and 
also manufacture riddles, meat-safes, fire-guards and upholstery 
springs. 
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For the past forty years Sandbach has been one of the 
most important centres of the British steam motor wagon 
industry. The special attention given by Mr. Edwin Foden, 
from 1882 onwards, to the problem of the road engine was 
crowned with success at the War Office trials in 1901, and the 
business. at Elworth Works, already incorporated as Messrs. 
Edwin Foden, Sons & Co., became in 1902 Messrs. Fodens, Ltd. 
Foden steam wagons soon achieved world renown for power, 
reliability and economy. During the Great War the whole 
gutput of the firm was commandeered for service abroad, where 
the wagons did excellent service under conditions of extra- 
ordinary difficulty. In addition to producing the steam wagon 
for road transport, Messrs. Fodens have concentrated largely 
in recent years on Diesel-engined lorries with an actual running 
cost of about a farthing per mile. The heavier types carry 
loads of from six to seven and ten to twelve tons respectively. 
To meet the present demand lighter types of Diesel-engined 
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lorries tocarry two and four tons are now being putin production 
and under test are giving very satisfactory results. Passenger 
vehicles of single and double deck construction are now in design 
and a specially constructed 32-seater bus for l-odens’ Band will be 
put into commission early in 1933. Fodens’ Band, it may be of 
interest to note, first won the brass band contest at Belle Vue, 
Manchester, in 1909, repeated that success on several occasions, 
and in 1932 won for the third time the Crystal Palace Trophy. 

Another local firm which has made a name in the British 
motor industry is Messrs. J. H. Jennings & Son, motor-body 
builders, whose enterprise has transformed anold-fashioned coach 
and wagon building businessintoa well-organized, modernconcern 
for the manufacture of motor-bodies of all types. Caravan bodies 
and travelling shops are two of their most successful productions. 
For their younger employees a special evening class in motor-body 
building has been arranged under the local education authority. 

The work of motor-body building, repairing, painting and 
upholstering is carried on too by Messrs. Whittle Bros., who 
also build and repair all classes of agricultural vehicles. 

A fresh outburst of activity in the local manufacture of 
salt dates from ten years ago, when Messrs. Palmer, Mann & Co. 
Ltd. transferred their business to Rookery Bridge, and the British 
Soda Company, a subsidiary of the Stavely Coal and Iron 
Company, built their new works at Ettiley Heath. These 
firms have shown considerable enterprise in laying down modern 
vacuum plant. Messrs. Palmer, Mann & Co. Ltd., in addition to 
producing salt for industrial purposes, have installed the latest 
types of packing machinery and supply for domestic use some 
of the best known brands of table salt. 

Branches of the chemical industry are actively represented 
in this area by the Rookery Bridge Refining Company, manu- 
facturers of glue, grease and fertilizers, and by Messrs. Zan Ltd., 
who produce soaps, polishes and disinfectants, and are managers 
for the Ozone Chemical Company I[.td., makers of bitumen paints 
for ironwork, and of insecticides for fruit trees, gardens and 
glass-houses. ‘The products of Zan Ltd. include everything for 
cleaning and disinfection. This has involved a many-sided 
development since this enterprising business was transferred to 
Sandbach in 1919. A new department for the manufacture of 
brushes and mops has recently been opened. The engineering 
department of this firm, under the name of Hopol, Ltd., offers 
special service in installing apparatus for central heating, feed 
water-heaters for steam boilers, and grinding and drying plant. 

A well-known firm who make and merchant all kinds of 
paper bags, Wright’s (Paper) Ltd., carry on at their works in 
Middlewich Road a business established forty years ago. 

The successful development of all these various industries 
here briefly outlined affords a clear indication that Sandbach 
provides ample facilities of many kinds for the encouragement 
of modern business. 
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THE SANDBACH AND DISTRICT INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT COMMITTEE 


This useful organization was formed in March, 1932, 
consisting of representatives from the Urban Council and 
business men of the town and district. Over £120 has been 
raised by voluntary subscription, and the Committee have 
issued coloured posters 40 in. by 30 in. advertising ‘‘ Ideal 
Works Sites,’’ which are displayed on the following stations : 
London (Euston), Rugby, Birmingham (New Street), Crewe, 
Liverpool (Lime Street), Manchester (London Road and 
Exchange), Lancaster, Carlisle and Glasgow.

The Committee have also Enamel Signs advertising ‘‘ Ideal 
Works Sites ’’ on all the main roads surrounding the town and 
district and have issued to the business firms in the town and 
district 50,000 gummed slips for putting on the front of 
envelopes advertising ‘‘ Ideal Works Sites.’’ 

The sites cover many acres and owners of about 100 acres 
are willing to offer exceptional terms and special facilities to 
encourage the establishment of works in this neighbourhood. 
Level and readily adaptable sites are obtainable with or 
without excellent frontages to either good roads, railway 
(London, Midland and Scottish), or canal (Trent and Mersey). 
Specially low terms can be arranged for the supply of 
electricity, gas and water; sewers are available. The Urban 
Council will give special consideration to Water and Rating. 
Attention is drawn to the present low Rate, which is 9/- in the £ 
for General Rate and 1/- in the £ for Water Rent. 

There are plenty of skilled engineers and chemical workers. 

The Council have adopted the Housing and Town Planning 
Act, which gives the Council powers to regulate the building 
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operations in the town with reference to the sites for private 
dwelling houses and works. 

The Clerk to the Council will be pleased to render assistance 
and produce maps showing exact situation of the sites and to place 
intending purchasers into direct communication with the owners.

PUBLIC SERVICES 

Gas Supply. Gas is supplied by the Sandbach Gas Co. 
at a declared calorific value of 500 British Thermal Units, and 
the net price charged for Domestic Purposes is 1/- per therm 
and for Power Purposes 10d. per therm. (See page 12.) 

Electricity Supply. Electricity is made available by the 
Electricity Distribution of North Wales and District Ltd. 
The standard tariffs for electricity supply are 8d. per unit for 
lighting purposes, ranging down to one penny per unit for 
cooking purposes. The Company have special two-part tariffs 
for business and also domestic purposes which enable consumers 
to obtain supplies on a very economical basis. In this con- 
nexion their Residential Tariffs are worthy of special attention. 

Water. A pure and abundant supply of water is obtained 
from springs at axmere and before entering the Works’ 
reservoirs, the capacity of which is 65,000 gallons, it is purified.

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MOTOR TOURS FROM SANDBACH 


The scenery of Cheshire is not far-famed or magnificent, 
but in the fertile plains, the fields of cattle and of corn of this 
agricultural district, and the parks and meres of the ‘‘ seedplot 
of Gentilitie,’’ as Cheshire was called by Speed, there is to be 
found that charm and peacefulness which is an inherent part 
of the English countryside. 


Only a few miles from Sandbach by Middlewich is the 
beautiful Delamere l‘orest, one of the choicest bits of Cheshire. 
Its 4,000 acres are still Crown property ; itis crossed by footpaths 
and motoring roads, yet its charming glades and thickets are 
sequestered and completely shut off from the outside world. 
The highest point, Eddisbury Hill, forms the site of a Saxon 
fortress. The forest is a fragment of the ancient 11,000 acre 
Forest of Mara in Mondrum, which once stretched from the 
Mersey’s shore to Nantwich. 


A few miles south of Delamere is the beautiful range of the 
Peckforten Hills. Beeston Castle, at the northern end, is an 
impressive thirteenth-century ruin standing on an isolated hill 
and rising abruptly over one hundred feet from its surroundings. 
Access to the ruin is free and unrestricted on Monday, Friday 
and Saturday; the well inside the keep should be noticed. An 
impressive view of the Cheshire Plain is to be obtained from the 
summit. 

The county-town, Chester, the Deva of the Romans, amply 
repays a visit and is only some twenty-five miles from Sandbach. 
Its ancient walls, the city gates, old timbered houses, famous 
Rows and Cathedral will captivate visitors. A walk along the 
City Walls yields ‘‘ peeps into homely streets and under the 
brows of gables, views of the cathedral tower and waterside 
fields, huddled English town and ordered English country.”’ 


The Wirral Peninsula, fringed on its south-west coast by 
sand and blue-green marshlands, and active on its opposite 
shore with commercial shipping, is a land of contrasts. On the 
coast-line between Hoylake and Wallasey are sandhills and 
off the shore portions of a submerged forest are exposed at low 
tide. The Wirral is a pleasant district and it is easy to pass 
over to Liverpool by ferry when its attractions fail. 


The eastern and north-eastern border of Cheshire takes on 
the character of the Peak District, which it adjoins. The run 
through Longdendale, whose charm is enhanced by the chain of 
gigantic reservoirs, is perhaps the most picturesque in the 
county. Macclesfield Forest, the lovely Dale of Goyt, Dane 
Valley and some of the stretches of heathery moors in this region 
are all included within the boundaries of Cheshire and make 
delightful excursions from Sandbach. 


The Peak District is a favourite objective and it is probably 
best to make for Buxton and Chapel-en-le-Frith. The wild 
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and lonely Kinder Scout is not far away and between Chapel and 
Sheffield there is a succession of lovely scenery, while the 
spectacular Peak Cavern, the impressive Speedwell Mine and the 
Blue John Mine are all within easy reach. 


Dovedale is another far-famed excursion, but this entrancing 
dale must be traversed on foot. The best of delightful Beresford 
Dale can be seen by driving as far as Hartington and following 
a footpath which goes across fields and takes about fifteen 
minutes each way. This half-mile which contains the Pike Pool 
easily overshadows the rest of the dale and is equal to the 
finest bits of Dovedale. 


The Potteries offer a more fascinating field for exploration 
than would at first appear to be the case. The “‘ ‘ive Towns’’ 
are unique and remarkable and have a distinct character of their 
own. The group of contiguous towns which form the Potteries 
have now merged into one great city, Stoke-on-Trent, with 
miles and miles of smoke-blackened streets and slag-heaps 
towering surprisingly behind the main streets, chimneys and 
factories. In spite of the unpleasing marks of industrialism 
which are inevitably found in a manufacturing district, the 
Potteries offer field for exploration; there is romance here 
just as surely as among the hills and moors of the Peak and the 
beauty of Dovedale. 

To the stranger, the ‘‘ magpie’’ architecture, of which 
Cheshire provides some fine examples, will be of perhaps more 
than passing interest. In Chester itself, of course, medieval 
houses abound, while Prestbury and its neighbourhood are rich 
in quaint and beautiful old houses; the Old Vicarage here is 
a fine example of ‘‘ magpie’’ work. Moreton Hall, Holford 
and Bramhall, the last of which is mentioned in Harrison 
Ainsworth’s Rookwood, are other famous black-and-white houses. 


NOTES ON LOCAL FIRMS ADVERTISING 
IN THIS HANDBOOK 


“Everything for cleaning and disinfection ’’ is the slogan 
of Zan Ltd., Wheelock, Sandbach. This Company maintains 
a unique service of supply in such goods as brushes, brooms, 
mops, cleaning cloths, soaps, polishes and disinfectants. 

The business was established in Glasgow in 1911, and was 
transferred to Sandbach in 1919. In 1920 the name of the firm 
was added to the King’s Roll. The Directors are two brothers, 
Messrs. Kk. B. and E. L. Hovey, who during the war were both 
awarded the Military Cross. As recently as 1931 the works 
were reconstructed and again extended during 1933. 

A vivid idea of the increase in the range of products in 
recent years may be obtained from the fact that the price list 
published in 1924 contained eight pages. The 1933 list contains 
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44 pages. The catalogue of cleansing soaps and powders and 
polishes alone occupies a dozen pages. Many preparations are 
supplied in bulk, thus saving the cost of small packets. There 
is a polish specially recommended for floors—either parquet, 
linoleum or tiles—which is used by many hospitals, a special 
brush for scrubbing without kneeling, and a solvent soap recom- 
mended by several Rubber Companies for washing rubber floors. 
The largest British super power stations and several Atlantic 
liners are among the users of Hovey’s Crystals for scale 
prevention in boilers. 

A whole department is devoted to the manufacture of 
brushes and mops where modern automatic brush machinery 
is used. A special service for all kinds of disinfectant guarantees 
that urgent orders can be sent direct by special motors or by 
passenger train. Dust extracted, sterilized cleaning cloths made 
by the firm are used by the War Office and some of the largest 
newspaper offices, garages, electrical works and collieries in the 
country. 


Zan I.td. are managers of the Ozone Chemical Co. Ltd., of 
Wheelock, makers of paints, creosote and Remer belt dressing, 
also of insecticides for fruit trees, gardens and glasshouses. 


Hopol Itd., Engineers, Wheelock, are under the same 
management and offer special service in the way of heating 
apparatus, feed water-heaters for steam boilers, grinding and 
drying plant. 

In 1925 a co-partnership loan scheme for customers and 
employees was begun, called the Zan Loan, paying interest 
on five-year deposits at six per cent. 


Palmer, Mann & Co. Ltd. of Rookery Bridge Salt Works: 
although one of the youngest firms in the district, have of recent 
years made remarkable progress. The business of merchanting 
salt was commenced in the year 1919, but it soon became evident 
that if the business was to prosper and efficient service be given 
to customers, steps must be taken to manufacture salt instead 
of only factoring it. 

The decision to commence manufacture of salt was made 
in 1923, and Sandbach, because of its unique position in the 
centre of the Cheshire salt field, was chosen ; the first test hole, 
bored in the same year, yielded brine of rare density and excep- 
tional strength. Within a short period a permanent bore hole 
was sunk, and later still a second hole, which has yielded a never 
failing supply of brine, thus giving a duplication of supply to 
cope with the continued growth of the business. 

The Company has a frontage of nearly 3,000 feet facing the 
main London Midland & Scottish Railway Company, on their 
main mine from Crewe to Manchester, and as all its plant is 
connected by private sidings, the cost of production is brought 
down to the minimum. This, with excellent road and canal 
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communications, makes the site one of the finest in the country, 
and, covering as it does nearly 40 acres, there is ample room 
for further extensions. 

Early in 1932 it was decided to increase the plant, owing to 
the firm’s inability to cope with the ever-increasing trade, and 
the building of a new and up-to-date vacuum salt plant was

commenced in March, entailing a cost of between £20,000 and 
£30,000. A battery of boilers has been laid down, with a new 
power house and brine purification plant, together with a new 
chimney 120 feet high, which is a landmark in the district. 
The lettering ‘‘SIFTA’”’ (the trade mark), in white glazed letters 
on three sides, can be seen for many miles around. Thus, what 
was a few years ago a rural area is now a veritable hive of 
industry, employing some hundreds of workers. 

The Company’s activities are mainly the manufacture and 
packing of the nationally known brands of Table Salt, ‘‘ Sifta,’’ 
““A.1’" and ‘ Popular,’’ and by the latest machinery many 
millions of packets are produced and sold annually. In addition 
it manufactures every other quality of white salt for all industrial 
purposes, such as for the chemical, bakery, curing and dairy 
trades. 

All visitors to Sandbach are specially invited to pay a visit 
to the Rookery Bridge Salt Works, to see for themselves the 
miracle of turning the raw brine from the depths of the earth 
into sparkling salt ready for the table. The policy of the 
Company from its inception has been ‘‘ personal relationship 
with the customer and modern efficiency.’’ 
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John Pring & Son, of the Elworth Wire Mills, are one of 
the oldest firms of wire manufacturers in the kingdom, and will 
celebrate their centenary at the present works in 1934. For 
many years the business was carried on at Sandbach before 
the present works at Elworth were commenced in 1834. 

Practically every class of wire in general use to-day, in 
addition to wire nails, springs, mattresses, etc., is made by 
Messrs. Pring & Son, whose manufactures have world renown, 
as is shown by the fact that export absorbs well over one half of 
their output, including a considerable proportion of the total 
supply of upholsterers’ springs for furniture, railway carriage 
seats and wire mattresses. Apart from Government depart- 
ments, many famous furnishing firms, railway companies and 
shipping firms are numbered amongst Messrs. Pring’s clients. 

The Wire Netting Department is very up-to-date, from the 
“* drawing ”’ of the steel rod to the various gauges required, to the 
weaving of the wire into netting, and including the annealing 
process, the latter being carried out with the most modern 
improvements as regards smoke consumption. After weaving, 
the wire netting is galvanized, also at the works, by the hot 
spelter process. ‘The newest enterprise of Messrs. bring is a 
rustless wire, which appears to be without a rival in this country. 
The large sum of money which has been spent on the process 
has been amply justified in the demand, to supply which enlarged 
premises may be necessary. 

Messrs. Pring & Son area firm with a world-wide reputation 
for goods of first-class quality, and clients can place the utmost 
confidence in their integrity. It is a pleasure to note that the 
labour employed is all locally recruited, and that the relations 
between employers and employees are, and always have been, 
of the happiest nature. 


In yet another branch of industry Sandbach is pre-eminent, 
for the makers of the world-famous Foden vehicles have their 
factory here. Fodens Ltd. have long been justly famed as 
manufacturers of pneumatic-tyred steam and Diesel-engined 
lorries, and it is a well-known fact that superiority of performance, 
dependability and long life are all characteristics of a Ioden 
vehicle. ‘The firm’s latest contribution to economical transport, 
the Foden-Diesel, combines with these factors another of equal 
importance—the lowest running costs of any heavy-oil chassis. 
Moreover, the I‘oden-Diesel is built to carry the heaviest loads 
through years of economical service. In addition, this vehicle 
combines the factor of adaptability with its many other advant- 
ages. A great diversity of trades are built for—quarry, granite 
and concrete companies, haulage and transport contractors, 
brick and tile manufacturers, oil importers, wholesale grocers, 
to name only a few enthusiastic users of Foden-Diesel vehicles. 

Possibly a description of the 6/7-ton four-wheeler and 
the 10/12-ton rigid-frame six-wheeled lorry will be of interest. 
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Both models are fitted with Gardner six-cylinder 6 J..W. type 
heavy-oil engines developing 97 b.h.p. at 1,550 r-p.m. Other 
features common to both vehicles include the eight-speed 
gearbox and servo-assisted brakes to all wheels. In the case of 
the four-wheeler the chassis will accommodate a body 16/18 ft. 
by 6ft. 9in., while the body of the six-wheeler is 22ft. by 6ft. 9in., 
with side and tail boards I8in. deep. A forward cab is provided 
fitted with windscreens, affording complete protection for the 
driver. ‘The chassis are constructed of channel section pressed 
steel members, braced and gusseted. The rear springs are 
underslung and the forward semi-elliptic type springs are fitted 
with pins and shackles. ‘The front axles are steel forgings of 
H section, and the stub axles are mounted on roller bearings. 

Referring particularly to the six-wheeler model, the rear 
bogie consists of two axle casings mounted on springs attached 
to the main frame of the vehicle. The drive to these axles 
from the gearbox is through a propeller-shaft with a universal 
joint at each end, to a worm wheel and a differential gear, 
which, in turn, drives the floating axles in the leading axle 
casing. The propeller-shaft is then continued and drives the 
trailing axles in the same manner, allowance being made for 
the rise and fall of the axles over uneven ground. The whole 
of the worm and differential gears run in oil in a totally enclosed 
casing. Eight forward and two reverse speeds are provided. 
The gears are of the highest grade material with hardened 
and ground teeth to cope with heavy loads and the slow speed 
of the Diesel engine unit, the gear ratios being selected to suit 
all road variations. A single plate clutch is provided. The 
accessories include a 12-volt commercial set, comprising 
dynamo, switchboard and batteries of large capacity. The usual 
head, side and tail lamps, a dimming switch, inspection plug-in 
lamp and dashboard lamp are also provided. 

In 1931 the Sandbach body builders, J. H. Jennings 
& Son Ltd., had the honour to be awarded the first prize in 
the commercial bodywork section at the Commercial Motor 
Show, Olympia, in competition with leading firms from all 
parts of the world. A Luton van, a confectioner’s de luxe van, 
a registered design travelling shop and a registered design cattle 
truck were exhibited, and the latter, embodying patents designed 
by the managing director, Mr. J. H. Jennings, largely contributed 
to the firm’s success. 

It is interesting to note that this firm, which now occupies 
a pre-eminent position in the motor-body building industry, has 
developed from quite a small beginning ; when Mr. Jennings 
took over the business some thirty years ago he only employed 
a few men and boys, and manufactured carts, lorries, floats, etc. 
With the coming of the commercial motor Mr. Jennings 
turned his attention to motor-body building, and towards 
the end of the war he acquired new premises and formed a 
small private company. Additions and remodelling of the 
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workshops were effected to meet the growing demand for the 
firm’s products in the United Kingdom and the British Colonies. 
A large building shop, a paint shop, larger stores and garages 
were added, the smithy was newly equipped with electric fans 
for blowing the fires, electrically driven welding plant and modern 
machines were installed, and modern offices erected.

A noteworthy feature is that the greater number of the 
employees received their training under Mr. Jennings and have 
worked for him for many years. Mr. Jennings serves the interests 
of Sandbach as a Councillor and is deeply interested in the town’s 
welfare. 


In 1879 the two brothers T. & N. Whittle commenced in 
business at Sandbach as coach builders. All kinds of wheeled 
vehicles were built at their Works and they gradually acquired 
a reputation in the neighbourhood for good-class, reliable work.

Whittle, as Whittle Bros., each of whom is proficient in his 
respective “line.’’ The coach days having passed, they have 
kept pace with the times and now have an up-to-date Works 
for the building of all types of motor bodies. They specialize 
in the painting, upholstering and general repairing of motor

cars, and undertake all classes of motor insurance with the 
leading Companies. The one aim of the firm since its inception 
has been to give satisfaction, quality and service. Estimates 
are readily given with no obligation to the inquirer. 


The present firm of Warburton & Co. are the successors 
of probably the oldest-established engineering firm in Sandbach 
and district. The business, under the direction of Mr. Roy 
Warburton and his partners, Mr. E. Birch and Mr. A. Wright, 
is steadily increasing, inspired by the good work of generations 
past, and ably maintaining its high place in industry. The 
firm have an excellent reputation for all kinds of agricultural 
and other engineering work, and in addition do a very good 
business in the servicing of motor cars. 


To have carried the Rover Agency in Sandbach for over 
fifty years is the remarkable record of John Cook, one of the 
oldest Cycle Makers and Car Dealers in Cheshire. Such an 
old-established position in business is of itself enough to inspire 
public confidence, and to assure residents and visitors that they 
cannot do better than trade with him for cars, cycles, spares 
and service. 


The old-established business of Geo. Wakefield, Motor 
ISngineer and Garage Proprietor, High Street, Sandbach, has 
been in existence over thirty-five years. The firm, who are 
R.A.C. repairers, run a Day and Night Service and employ 
proficient mechanics. They are local representatives for the 
world’s best cars, including Morris, Wolseley, Austin, and 
Leyland, and supply both private and commercial vehicles, as 
well as all makes of motor-cycles. A Wireless and Cycle Depot 
is carried on under the same proprietorship in premises opposite 
the Garage (’Phone 49). 


J. Hilditch & Son, Tower Garage, Congleton Road 
("Phone 138) have also a well-established reputation as Motor 
Iengineers, and in addition they are well-known as Haulage 
Contractors and Funeral Furnishers. 


The high reputation of the Macclesfield silk industry is 
due in no small measure to the great support the trade has 
received from the silk throwsters upon whose productions it 
so largely depends. No firm has played a greater part in this 
direction than that of G. H. Heath & Co. Ltd., the biggest 
firm of Silk Throwsters in the United Kingdom, which confines 
its productions exclusively to this department of the industry. 
For over fifty years—the firm was established in 1876—there 
has been an unbroken history of development and progress. 
Though Messrs. Heath’s chief factories are at Macclesfield, 
they also own a large Throwing establishment, known as Brook 
Mills, at Sandbach, which they acquired from Lord Crewe in 
1908; these mills were nearly doubled in size in 1932. The 
Sandbach factory caters mainly for the hosiery trade, but 
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Messrs. Heath own a controlling interest in the new British 
Crépe Ltd. Company at Middlewich. Altogether the staff 
numbers well over 1,000. 


In 1926 the business was incorporated and is now under 
the direction of George N. Heath and Edward Lomas, Mrs. K. L. 
Heath, Mrs. H. I.omas, and W. E. Whiston, of whom the first 
two are the managing directors. Colonel G. N. Heath, D.S.O., 
T.D., J.P., who formerly commanded the 125th Brigade, 
Lancashire Fusiliers, is Vice-Chairman of the Council of the 
Silk Association of Great Britain and Ireland, and Treasurer 
of the Macclesfield Silk Trade Employers’ Association, and 
Mr. Edward Lomas is a member of the Joint Industrial Council 
of the Silk Trade. 


Colonel Heath and the other directors have studied 
thoroughly the developments of the silk industry on the 
Continent and in the United States, and their mills are equipped 
throughout with the most modern and advanced types of 
machinery. The firm’s products in organzines, trams, etc., 
have been well known to the weaving trade for generations. 
In addition, by intelligent anticipation of national policy, the 
erection of new mills and special equipment, together with 
intensive research work, they have made themselves equally 
well known among the silk hosiery manufacturers throughout 
the country, their productions in grenadines, trams, etc., being 
used by all the leading firms. Their output is chiefly absorbed 
by the home market, but a Colonial and Foreign trade is also 
catered for. 


The firm of H. J. Lea & Sons Ltd., of Wheelock Mills, 
have been established over fifty years as Corn Merchants, and 
are to-day in the very forefront of their business. The most 
modern electrically driven plant equips their works, and this, 
combined with an efficient, quick-delivery transport service, 
contributes largely to Messrs. Lea’s success. Knowing the 
value of personal attention, the proprietors themselves give 
the closest attention to all inquiries and stock only the finest 
quality products, sold, moreover, at the keenest prices. 


Sandbach Co-operative Society. In 1860 a small group of 
thinking working-men met together at the Sandbach Temperance 
Hall to consider ways and means of establishing a Co-operative 
Society in Sandbach in order that the town might derive similar 
advantages to those which co-operation was bringing to hundreds 
of other small towns throughout the country. Their aim in 
the adoption of co-operation was to increase the local working 
man’s standard of living, to provide pure food at prices free 
from retail profits and to give every member a share in the 
control of the Society. With this object the Sandbach Industrial 
Co-operative Society was founded the same year, and how 
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well-justified were the ideals of these working-men is abundantly 
shown by the Society’s subsequent history. When it began 
the Society had only fourteen members, to-day it has a member- 
ship of 3,300 and a yearly trade of close upon £150,000, The 
Society has been fortunate throughout in its leaders and to-day, 
under the able leadership of Mr. S. Bailey, President of the 
Management Committee, Mr. William Gibson, the Manager and 
Treasurer, and Mr. James I*. Sparrow, the Secretary, and with 
the loyal support of their colleagues, it is actively carrying out 
the co-operative ideal—' Service instead of Profit ’’—which 
inspired the little band who founded it in the Temperance Hall 
as long ago as 1860. 





There was a throne in France when the District Bank 
was established, and George IV was King of England. Canning 
had been dead two years, and Waterloo was a memory fourteen 
years old. Wellington, the Premier of the day, was fighting 
a duel with Winchilsea at the time the bank’s doors were first 
thrown open to its customers.

The bank has important offices in London and in Liverpool, 
the other branches—altogether there are some 400—being 
situated in the North Western counties with the Head Office 
in Spring Gardens, Manchester. A glance at the list of these 
branches will show at once how varied is the work of the bank, 
for they include communities which, to take extreme examples, 
are here entirely industrial or commercial, and there entirely 
rural. Thus the problems of the countryside have to be dealt 
with along with those of the city and the manufacturing towns, 
a task requiring adaptability and expert knowledge of local needs. 


Sturdy, solid and progressive, looking back with some pride 
on more than a century’s work, the bank still continues to 
introduce and develop further facilities for the service of the 
whole community, rich and poor, producer and consumer, 
small trader and merchant prince. 
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The Sandbach Permanent Benefit Building Society 
holds its meetings at the Public Institution, Sandbach, on the 
first Tuesday in each month between the hours of 6.30 and 
8 p.m. ‘This Society was established in the year 1859, and 
was incorporated under the Building Societies Acts in 1896. 


The number of members as at 31st December, 1932, was 704. 
The Assets of the Society amount to £98,531 9s. 1@d., including 
a Reserve Fund of £8,273 Is. ld. During the year 1932 the 
amount of subscriptions received froin investing members 
was £10,932 3s. 8d., and from borrowers £14,589 6s. Id., the 
total receipts amounting to £25,569 1@s. 4d.

Share Accounts. ‘The Society receives small and large sums 
and pays interest thereon at 4 per cent per annum free of tax. 
It is not necessary to pay any fixed subscription each month. 


Home Safes are issued free of charge on a first deposit of 
5/-; its contents can at any time be credited to the holder’s 
account. The rate of interest is 3$ per cent per annum. 

Deposit Department. The Society also receives deposits 
in small or large sums and pays interest thereon each half year 
at the rate of 3$ per cent per annum free of tax.

The Sandbach Savings Bank was commenced in 1818 to 
encourage habits of thrift among the people and to induce 
them to save regularly, if only very small amounts. Sixpence 
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is enough to start an account—all that is needed to obtain a 
pass book is the name, address and occupation of the depositor. 
The secret of success is to persevere in saving; depositors 
will soon feel the comfort there is in knowing they have some- 
thing to fall back on in time of need. 


There are 124 Penny Banks connected with the Chester, 
Wrexham and District Savings Bank, with which the Sandbach 
Bank is amalgamated, of which 122 are schools, and the balance 
to credit of them in November, 1932, was £4,162. The record 
of the School Penny Banks is one of continued progress, and it 
would be difficult to over-estimate the value of the Banks to 
the children. By emphasizing the principles of self-help and 
self-reliance, as these Banks do, an endeavour is being made 
to lay the foundations of character and good citizenship during 
the child’s school days ; whilst the system of transferring from 
the School Penny Bank to the Savings Bank when the sum of 
£1 is reached brings the child into permanent association with 
the Bank, thus overcoming the great difficulty of ‘“‘ making the 
start.’’ Friendly Societies, Trade Union Societies and their 
branches, Charitable Societies, Provident, Clothing or Holiday 
Clubs may also deposit their funds in this Bank. 


During 1932 considerable progress was made in connexion 
with the scheme of co-operation agreed upon between the 
Trustee Savings Banks and the National Savings Committee, 
which it is believed will ultimately benefit the work of each 
organization. The balance due to depositors in the amalgamated 
Banks in this year was over two million pounds, an increase 
of £118,000 on the previous year. The Bank is under Govern- 
ment inspection and absolute security to depositors is therefore 
ensured. 


SANDBACH IS OF CONSIDERABLE IMPORTANCE 
AS A SHOPPING CENTRE 
and is fortunate in possessing all classes of shops, which 
adequately supply the requirements of the town. Smart and 
efficient service and willingness to oblige is the shopkeepers’ 
motto, and personal attention to individual requirements is 
a special feature. There have been many improvements of 
late years, and the shops of Sandbach have moved with the 
times in the march of progress. (See list on pages 71 and 72.) 


A final word might be added regarding the excellent 
motorists’ accommodation offered. In addition to the public 
parking places there are several up-to-date garages in the town 
equipped with efficient plant for dealing with all classes of 
repairs and stocks embracing all the leading standardized 
accessories and spare parts.
